T teems almoft incredible that Mr. Leutholf, who never 

Traveild into Ethiopia, fhould give a more exa‘t and Faith- 

ful account or it, than thofe who have Sojourned man 

vears inthat Kingdom. However, ’tis a truth, of whic 
be hath already convinced the World, when ten years ago he 
peodlithed his Hiltorv of Abefimia ; But not being willing to inter- 
tuptthe thread of his Narration, by long Inquiries, Difputes 
and Digreffions ; and wanting befides feveral Papers and Books 
to prove tome things he had advanced, or to elucidate others 
of which he donbted : He kept by all his Remarks to publifh them 
ina feparate Volume, which he now gives out under the Title of 
a Commentary on the Hiftory of Abeffinia. 

At firft ] thought my felf obliged to give an account of chat 
Learned Aleffinian Gregory, under whom Mr. Leutholf made fuch 
contliderable Progreffes in the knowledg of the Ethicpickh Tongue, 
Cuftoms and Hiftcry, elpecially feeing our Author relies upon thre

jt were to be wifhed, we had as accurate a Knowledg o° other 
Ea&iern Chriftiansy as that Mr. Leurholf has given us of the Ethio- 
rans; Amean inthe Vulgar Tongue, that every Proteftant mighe 
be able to Convince himfelf ot the Novelties of the Rema, 
Church , and that molt of the Texcts of thole Pretenders to An- 
tiquitv, are hardly a thoufand years old, and muft needs have:

T isby akind of chancethat I make mention of this Letter, 

which I had over-skipt by reafon of its {mallneis butina 
Ditcourfe with a Friend that came lately to Condole my pretenr 
Indifpofition, | faw that he extreamly wonder’d at my Atiert- 
ing the Truth of this Paper, adding withal, that there hardly 
was any Man of Senfe,but held it for a Forgery. His chiet reaton 
was, hat this Piece was never Printed in-any other Language; 
and thar it was alrogether unlikely chat che Apology ot fo ta- 
mous an Author, who has had, ever fmce he appear‘d in the 
World, fo many Friends and Adverfaries, fhould have eicap’d 
the careful fearchof both In vain s<eply'd, That many pa- 
pers as Ingenious and Celebrated as this, have been longer un- 
known. Icould not prevail upon him; For, added he, if itbe 
the true Work of Machiavel, Wiy did they not publifh it in 
Italian too? That would have made it unqueftionable, the Style 
of that great Man being eaft!y ditcernable. 1 Antwer’d, It was 
the Bookteller’s miftake who imawin’d that an Copy 
would not Sell; bur that he had promisd meto put rhe Original 
into my Hands, and leave it with me for fome time, if ic were 
thought neceflary.

complain’d of, And indeed remember to have read many 
things to that purpofe, in his Obfervations on Livy. True itis 
that he does not there exprefs his mind totully, but what may be 
Written in a Letter to particular Frends, may not be allowed in 


a Book, efpecially under the Tyrany of the Inquifition. 


After- 
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Atterwards he purfues to enumerate the Prevarications of the 
Church of Rome, and fhewsthe Popes are fo far from being the 
succeffors of St. Peter, andthe Vicarsof Cbrift, that they are ra- 
ther the Antichrift and Man cf Sin. He briefly Confutes the 
Worfhip of Images, the Invocation of Saints, che Perfecution of 
Hereticks, the Indulgences and Purgatory, the Immunities of the 
Clergy and Monks, dsc, There he fays tomething by the way wor- 
thy our Obfervation, namely, That (d) the very fame year in which 
Luther began to thunder azainft the Pope's Indulgences, our Author 
Prophefted that the Scourge of the Church was not far of. What kind ot 
Prophefies thote of Muchiavel might be, I leave Politicians to 
Judge. However, this undeniably proves that this Letter is Ge- 
nuine. I might add, that thofe who are excellestly Learned in 
that Science, have tomething Divine in them, and becaufe of 
the great chain of confequences they forefee, may foretel feveral 
things fome Agesbetore the Event. The Prophecy of our Au- 
thor, concerning the Reformation, (e) and the reviving of Pope- 


ry, may be an inftance of it. 


HII. Concerning the laft Acculation, That he reaches Princes how 
to Enflave and Opprefs their Subjects: He Anfwers, That his 
Treatife is both aSatyr againft Tyrants, and atrue Character of 
them ; and that he only defign’d to draw fuch Montters to the 
Life, that People might the better Know and avoid ’em. Juft as 
a Phyfician defcribes a Foul Difeafe, to the end Men may be De- 
rerr’d and fhun the Infe&tion of it, or may difcern and Cure ir, 
if it comes uponthem. And asto what he affirm’d in another 
Book, That in what way foever Men Defended their Country, 
whether by breakivg or keeping their Faith, It mas ever well De- 
fended ; he fays, he mean’d it not in a teri€t Moral Sence, or 
Point of Honour; but would cndy fignify that the infamy of the 
breach ot ¥Vord would quickly be forgotten and pardon’d by the 
World ; whichis fotrue, that even good Succes, a far lefs con- 
fideration than Piety to our Country , commonly cancelsthe 
blame of {uch aPerfidy. As we feeCefar (tho not a whit better 
than Carilime) net only Derelted by P. fi.rity but even Crown’d 
with RenowsanJ tgamortal Fame.

-Delign of his publifhing his Adenozraphia, or Defcription of the 


Glandules, and Lymphatick Veflels,; of which no Anatomift 
has hitherto made bold to compofe a continued Hiftory. True it 
is, itappearsno hard matter, out of what isalrcady, or can be 


further difcovered, to make up a compleat Draught of the Glan- 


dules, and Lymphatick Condu@s ; for aProlifick Fancy can eafi- 
ly fupply what neither the Eyes nor the Microfcope ever faw ; but

Do- 
ftor Nuck took this Occafion to difcovery whether there was any 
Communication' ber%¥een thofe Glands and Lacteal Veffels and 
having fyring’d fomie depurated Mercury in one of the Veiicls of 
the aeitine that hung out, he prefently obferv’d, that the Mer- 
cury not only fill’d the Lacteal Veffel, but alfothe Gland, which 
of flat became round; Whence he infers, That the Gland of 
the Sweet-Bread is nota Knot of Complicated Veffels, but that 
its Subftance is Fibrous and Mufculous.

It isconfefsd, That the Ovary of Female Animals contains a cae 
great many Eggs, (b) but it’s difficult to determine how they 
come by the Nutritive Juice ; for there are no Vilible Arteries. 

Our Author fuppofes, that they are nourifh'd and increas'd Two 


Ways by a tubtile Blood, that comes through the Hypogafirick and

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Ia the 8th and oth Chapters hetreats of many Diftenapers thar 
may happen to the Lymphatick Veffels of the Ovary and Perttone- 
um. In the roth, he fpeaks of another Difcovery of his, az. a 


Veficle that lies crofs over the Tendinous Parts of the Matcles of 
the Abdomen, towards the Pubes or Share. 


Atthe End of this Treatife (J) you have an Epiltle of the Au- 
thor concerning New Ditcoveries in Anatomy , wherein he 
makes an enumeration of Lymphatick Veifels, from the Head 
to the Feet ; but he doubts, whether there are any to the Brain, 
though he relates, That a Fricnd of his has difcover'd one in 
the Brain of an Ox not far off the Pineal Gland.
